Wasninaton, May 26.-—-The statement 


of the Signal Bureagd were to be discontinued 
after the first of June is incorrect. Instead 
of being discontinued they are to be materi- 
ally improved on that date so as to render 
them of greater value to the river interests 
than at present. 

The indorsement by the Senate of an ad 
ditional article to the treaty of Washington 
wus governed by a strong desire, in which 
the President shared, to remove the difference 
which threatened the prosecution of the 
arbitratiim under the treaty which a year 
ago the same Senate ratified, and which was 
designed to settle in an amicable manner al! 
causes of difference between the United States 
and Great Britain. It is known frofn offi- 
cial and private advices that Great Britain 
was determined to withdraw from the arbi- 
tration should the United States persist in 
the presentation of claims for indirect dam- 
ages. And it was further known that the 
United States was for some time, under 
these circumstances, disposed to throw the 
responsibility of the threatened failure of the 
treaty upon Great Britain, our government 
insisting that it had a right to present these 
claims, with the other before the tribunal, in 
order that the principles involved might be 
settled, thought not expecting to receive a 
nominal consideration, and Great Britain, 
with ils view of the case, was disposed to 
throw the responsibility of the failure of 
arbitration upon the United States. The 
vote taken last night in the Senate is re- 
yarded as an expression of the views of a 
large majority of the Senate against the 
claims of indirect damages. In view of 
a like admission on the part of Great 
Britain against the United States, in a 
future contingency and under circum- 
stances similar to those on which the 
objectionable class of claims originated, 
the President, as thus advised, has already 
by the Sec e ary of State, taken measures, 
through the atlantic cable, to procure the as- 
sent of the British Government to the article 
as amended by the Senate, with a view of 
putting in a treaty in favor of a declaration 
against indirect damages which the United 
States have now abandoned and which Great 
Brituiu asserts she never claimed for herself, 
as against other powers during the considera- 
tion of the subject. 

In Executive session it was thought at 
times that the article would fail of receiving 
the requisite vote of two-thirds Owing to the 
contrariety of views presented. 

Not less than six amendments were offered 
to effect the desired end, 

Conflicting reports prevail as to the vote 
advising and consenting to the President’s 
neyoliating a treaty on the proposed basis, 
but forty against nine seems to be the most 
reliable statement. A number of Senators, 
though present, did not voie. The article, as 
indorsed, is changed in phraseology from the 
original, though presenting the principle 
sought to be established by the two govern- 
ments. With regard to consequential dam- 
ages, the precise language of the article will 
not be officially made known until it shall 
have been ratificd, and 1t is certain thatif the 
double injunction of secrecy imposed on the 
Senators shall be respected by all of them, it 
cannot beknowa through that source,although 
many Senators last night declined to give any 
hint, and even refused to converse upon the 
subject. ‘The result of the action of the 
Senate was known by those whose business 
it was to seek for the information within 
half an hour after that body had termin- 
ated their nine hours’ continuous session 
with the doors closed and guarded, and 0 her 
precautions to prevent unauthorized discivses.
